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patience of the fozmer tunes of 1ignozance, in theſc laſt daies by 
the bande of thy faithfull ſeruants, the Pagiſtrates 4 Punſtets 
in diners Countries, haſt remoucd the vine parte of thy Church 
out of that ſpirituall Egipt, the kingdome of Antechzaſt, and haſt 
planted it with moſt pꝛecious Wines, euen with ſund2y great 4 famous Chur- 
ches in the Goſpell of thy Donne, which thou haſt cauſed to take roote and te fill 
the earth, to ſpꝛead they2 boughes at length, e they bꝛanches a farre off, Thou 
D Lozd knoweſt. how ſince the very firſt beginning of this thy great _ 
wilde Boares of Rome, with other like mightie beaſts of that fielde, daue by ail 
meanes endenourcd to bzeake th2ounh the bounds , and to pull vppe the fences 
which with thine owne right hand thou haddeſt made foz them: not ont ly to lay 
open their grapes, fo2 all mens plucking, but alſo by deſtroping the Kapers, vi⸗ 
terly to roote and turne vp thy whole vincyard. Spetially at thys teme thou ſex - 
eſt © Lo2d,how greatly thy enenues do ſtirre, and how thoſe that hate th and 
thy Church, do beare theyz heades aloft. Foz the Pope, and popiſh ſtates of 
Italie with Plullip of Spaine, the Duke of Parma, Sauoy, and Loraine, aud the 
trayterous Leagoꝛs of Fraunce, haue all bended and confederate themſelues a⸗ 
gait thy people, plotting 4 counſaplung together againſt thy ſccrete ones, how 
eyther by power 02 by trecherie they may deftrop them, that there be no moze a 
Church: and that from hencefoo2th, the name of Pꝛoteſtants be not ſpoken of 
vpon earth. But thou D Loꝛd God of our ſaluation, which ſaueſt all thoſe that 4 
rety2e themſelucs vnder thy right hand, from ſuch as riſe vp againſt them: enen « 
thou O God, dur ſtrength fo: thy p;omiſcs, foz thy truth, and thy ſorne Chaiſt 4 
Jeſus ſake, who by hys blood hath ſtabliſhed a holy and cuerlaſting league be⸗ 
tweene ther and thy people, as alwaics betherto, ſo now much ratbcr,helpe wee 
beſeech ther the whole body of thy Church gencrally, and cucty nioze ſpecial ſoci⸗ 
eue 02 member thereof : moſt ſpecially by name, cmbzace we pꝛaꝝ th with thy Þ 
pꝛincipall defence, thy moſt noble Churches, thys of buglande and the other of & 9 
France and in them thy two beloued ſcruaunts, chice hrads and Gonernours 
er che ſame, Elizaberh our gracious Qucene , and Henrie the moſt Chziftian C 

King. As fo2 theyꝛ enemies, © Lo2de, and the enemies of thy elca people, fill 

theyꝛ faces with ſhane, diſhonour, and rebuke, doing vnto them as then did⸗ 

deſt of old time to the aduerſaries of thy people Iſrac!l, cuen to Pharao, labin, 

Siſera and Senacherib: and of late to the Duke of Gwiſe and Maine in Fravnce, I 
- and the Spaniſh inuaders of our Land in the great de ve. Ss caſt out all they? *; 

counſailes © God, and cauſe them to perriſh and be ouerth:owne : but let thoſe - 

y {bat loue ther, be as the Sunne in the increaſe of his ſtrength,to the vtter abaſh, 

J ment andaſtomſhment of the wicked, to their occaſionable e nquirie afteF thy 
: tructh, to the publique acknowledgement of thy wſtice and pc wer in the earth. 

And laſtly to the ſtabliſhment of the thankfulneſle of the iuſt a the enlargement 

of of thy pꝛaiſe in the mouthes of all thy Saints, though Icſus Chzilk our Loꝛde. 9
